Your RadioShack Mega Storm simu- 
lates the power of lightning to provide 
hours of entertainment. Stunning light- 
ning displays appear inside a safe, en- 
closed chamber. When you touch the 
glass bulb’s surface, the Mega Storm 
creates beautifully sculpted lightning 
formations. You can use the Mega 
Storm’s audio sensor to make the 
lightning respond to your voice or mu- 
sic.

Your Mega Storm uses electromagne- 
tism, physics, and chemistry to create 
an ever-changing display. The glass 
bulb is filled with safe gases (neon, ni- 
trogen, zenon, argon, and oxygen). 
Energy radiated from the top of the in- 
ner sphere breaks electrons loose 
from the gas atoms, releasing more 
energy, which you see as light. (The 
“lightning bolts” in the display are actu- 
ally the flow of electrons.) When you 
place your hand on or near the glass, 
you might experience a tingling sensa- 
tion as your hand’s movement creates 
interference that sculpts the energy 
patterns.

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OPERATION 

Cautions: 

• Some of the Mega Storm's compo- 
nents are made of glass. Use ex- 
treme care in unpacking them to 
avoid breakage or injury. If the glass 
bulb is broken, do not plug in the 
Mega Storm or attempt to operate it. 
Repack it and return it to your local 
RadioShack store. 

• Before using the Mega Storm, re- 
move the foam packaging between 
the plastic dome cover and the glass 
bulb. 

• Never attempt to remove the glass 
bulb or the bottom cover of the unit. 

• Do not carry the Mega Storm by the 
glass bulb or plastic dome cover. Al- 
ways hold the base. 

• Do not plug the Mega Storm into a 
power source other than a 120V AC, 
60Hz electrical outlet. Do not attach 
it to an extension cord. 

• If you do not intend to use the Mega 
Storm for a few days, unplug it. 

• Only use the Mega Storm indoors. 

1 . Plug the Mega Storm’s AC plug into 
a standard AC outlet. 

2. Press POWER in to turn on the Mega 
Storm. 

3. To set the Mega Storm to respond to 
your voice, music, or other sound 
sources, press AUDIO SENSOR. The 
lightning pattern changes according 
to the sound received. 


4. Bring your hand near the bulb or 
touch it. The lightning is attracted to 
your hand and follows it around the 
surface of the dome. 

Cautions: 

• Do not leave your hands in one 
position on the glass for more 
than 5 seconds. This could result 
in a burning sensation. 

• Do not touch the glass with metal 
objects. 

5. To turn off Mega Storm, press POW- 
ER again so it pops out. 

Removing the Dome Cover 

For a full view of the glass bulb, you can 
remove the plastic dome cover. 

To remove the cover, just lift it out of the 
side grooves. 



For the brightest displays, we suggest 
you keep the plastic dome cover on. 

Caution: Never attempt to remove the 
glass bulb.

To enjoy your Mega Storm for a long 
time: 

• Keep the Mega Storm dry. If it gets 
wet, wipe it dry immediately. 

• Use and store the Mega Storm only 
in normal temperature environ- 
ments. 

• Handle the Mega Storm gently and 
carefully. Don’t drop it. 

• Keep the Mega Storm away from 
dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the Mega Storm with a damp 
cloth occasionally to keep it looking 
new. 

Modifying or tampering with the Mega 
Storm’s internal components can cause 
a malfunction and invalidate its warranty 
and void your FCC authorization to op- 
erate it. If your Mega Storm is not per- 
forming as it should, take it to your local 
RadioShack store for assistance.
